The  Planning  Board  had  one  of  Its  best  years  In  memory  In  1993.   We  vorked 
on  sub-dlvlslon  applications  for  Drovne,  Boemark,  Cooper  Homes,  David  Morris, 
Formula  Development  and  Leuders,  corrected  several  plan  lot  lines  and,  in 
general,  cleaned  up  a  number  of  details  to  clear  our  agenda  for  1994. 

At  the  request  of  the  Zoning  Board,  ve  developed  an  accessory  apartment 
ordinance  which  will  not  only  simplify  the  creation  of  in-lav  apartments,  but 
will  protect  property  values  of  the  subject  property  and  surrounding 
properties  as  veil.   You  vlll  be  asked  to  ratify  the  ordinance  at  this  year's 
election. 

We  reviewed  and  cleaned  up  lingering  problems  in  our  impact  fee  account.   We 
improved  not  only  our  handling  of  funds,  but  moved  closer  to  zero  net 
operating  cost  to  the  taxpayers.   In  1990,  the  Planning  Board  cost  $9,236  to 
operate,  while  it  collected  only  $2,439.   This  year's  recommended  budget  is 
$9,721,  with  projected  revenues  of  $8,400,  but  we  could  very  well  achieve  zero 
net  cost  this  year. 

With  regard  to  Impact  Fees,  Jeff  Cornell  and  Jim  Lavelle  worked  to  create  a 
Joint  Impact  Fee  Committee  with  Planning  Board  members  from  the  other  towns  in 
the  Timberlane  Regional  School  District.   This  Joint  Committee  enlisted  the 
aid  of  State  Representative  Marilyn  Senter  to  sponsor  a  Bill  to  correct  a  flaw 
in  the  State's  Impact  Fee  Law,  which  would  allow  towns  in  school  districts  to 
impose  impact  fees  for  school  capital  costs  on  new  developments.   State 
Representative  Patricia  Cote  and  Senators  Jack  Barnes  and  Rick  Russman  are 
co-sponsoring  the  Bill  as  well. 

As  of  this  writing,  the  Bill  is  in  Committee  and  chances  of  its  passing  look 
very  good.   If  it  passes,  we  will  be  able  to  charge  fees  to  new  developments 
to  help  offset  the  costs  of  new  schools.   This  could  provide  substantial  tax 
relief  to  taxpayers  in  the  District  and  still  allow  us  to  have  an  excellent 
school  system.

During  this  past  year,  1993,  we  issued  only  nine  (9)  fewer  permits 
for  additions  and  remodeling  than  were  issued  in  1992. 

The  number  of  permits  for  new  dwelling  units  was  up  14%  over  1992. 
Fifty-seven  (57)  permits  were  issued  for  new  single  family  dwellings 
in  1993.   The  continuing  low  mortgage  rates  and  comparatively  depressed 
land  values  combined  with  the  projects  already  approved  will,  in  all 
probability,  result  in  a  busier  year  in  1994.

The  start  of  1993  saw  a  lot  of  snow  and  hit  our 
budget  quite  hard.  At  the  annual  meeting  in  March,  which  was 
postponed  a  week  due  to  the  blizzard,  an  increase  was  made  to 
the  winter  maintenance  budget.  This  increase  allowed  us  to 
finish  out  the  winter  without  sacrificing  other  projects. 

Once  the  snow  began  to  disappear  we  had  our  work  cut 
out  for  us  patching  holes.  Because  of  all  the  water  from  the 
melting  snow  it  kept  the  road  base  soggy  which  lets  the 
pavement  move  causing  it  to  break  up. 

When  school  let  out  for  the  summer  we  began  our  road 
rebuilding  projects.  First,  using  block  grant  money,  came 
approximately  1/2  mile  of  Sargent  Road.  The  road  was  dug  up 
and  gravel  was  added  to  improve  the  road  base,  trees  were  cut 
where  needed,  ditches  were  improved,  and  the  road  was  paved. 

Next  with  funds  from  a  warrant  article  we  rebuilt 
about  3  tenths  of  a  mile  of  Rowell  Road,  much  the  same  as  was 
done  on  Sargent  Rd . 

We  also  shimmed  and  overlaid  Pillsbury  Road.  Part  of 
this  road  is  in  Hampstead  so  we  got  together  with  the  same 
paving  company  and  did  the  whole  road  at  the  same  time. 

As  with  any  year  we  also  had  the  usual  maintenance 
such  as  cutting  brush,  cleaning  culverts  and  ditches, 
graveling  and  grading  dirt  roads,  putting  up  signs,  and  much 
more  . 

The  Highway  Department  would  like  to  thank  everyone 
for  their  patience  and  understanding  because  unfortunately 
not  everyone's  road  can  be  done  first.

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ASSESSIfvG  REPORT 

Abatements 

In    19932  the  number   of   requests    for   abatement    of   taxes  was 
somewhat    less  than    in    1992    (about    50  vs  75).    A    few  have  applied 
to  the  state  appeals  board.    That   board   was  able  to  settle  some  of 
the  appeals  originally    filed   against    taxes    for   prior   years  as 
well    as  some  more  recent    appeals.    Again   the  decisions  were  about 
half   against    the  town   and  half    in   the  town's    favor. 

IMew  Valuations 

Reference  to  the  building    inspector's  report    will    indicate 
that    a  significant   number   of   properties  will    have  to  be  assessed 
in    1994    (more  single    family  units  but    less  others).    These    involve 
new  structures,    additions,    alterations,    outbuildings  and   similar 
items.    In   addition   to  those,     it    is  a  practice  to  review  all 
property  transfers.    The  total    number    is    in   the  350  region. 

Equalization   Ratio 

The  towns'    equalization   ratio   is    1.33    (vs    1.32    in    1992). 
This    is  the  ratio  of   property  valuation   to  market    value.    Half   of 
the  properties  are  greater   than   this  and  half    less  than   this, 
with   the  majority  within   +/-    16'/.  of   this  number    (the  coefficient 
of  dispersion,    or   spread   =    16.36) 

The  equalization   ratio    is   the    figure  which    is  used   to  adjust    the 
to-xi  valuation   to  comparable  values    for    fair   sharing   of   the 
regional    school    district   expenses.    It    also   indicates   that 
property  values  have  decreased   337.  since  the  revaluation    in    1989. 
Mote    ,    however,    that    if   property  assessments  were  readjusted   to 
make  the  equalization   ratio  =1    that    a  property's  tax   would   not 
change  since  the  tax   rate  would   be    increased   by   the  same  337..    The 
taxes  are  primarily  determined  by  the  amount    of   money  to  be 
raised    for   services  and  debt,    iJnile  the  amount    for   a  given 
property's  share    is  determined   by   the  assessed   valuation. 

Some  Statistics 

156   property   sales   were   recorded    in    1993.    Of    these   78  were 
"arms   length",     15  were    foreclosures,     13  sales  by  banks,    and   the 
rest   were  of   other   types    (inter-family,    inter -business    , court 
set  1 1 ement  s ) . 

Comment 

As  has  been  stated  in  previous  reports,  it  is  recommended

The  budget  ve  are  recommending  this  year  contains  a  modest  reduction  In  the 
Operating  Budget  ($23,814)  and  a  modest  salary  increase  for  municipal 
employees  of  5%,    at  an  approximate  total  cost  of  $20, 500.   After  a  three  year 
pay  freeze  the  Selectmen  felt  a  small  increase  was  warranted  and  the  Committee 
agreed. 

This  "hat  trick"  of  reduced  budget  and  increased  salaries  was  accomplished 
through  last  year's  retirement  of  the  bond  issue  for  the  construction  of  the 
Police  Station  and  careful  budgeting  by  our  Department  Heads. 

This  is  the  fourth  straight  year  of  relative  stability  in  the  Town  Budget  and 
most  of  the  credit  should  go  to  our  Department  Heads,  who  have  done  an 
excellent  job  of  controlling  operating  costs. 

There  are  several  big  ticket  Warrant  Articles  on  this  year's  Town  Meeting 

agenda,  however,  which  might  result  in  higher  taxes.  These  include  a  new  fire 

truck,  work  at  the  transfer  station,  road  repairs  and  another  full  time  police 
officer,  with  federal  grant  assistance. 

These  Articles,  as  well  as  the  entire  budget  and  other  important  town 

business,  will  be  discussed  In  full  and  voted  upon  at  Town  Meeting,  starting 

at  10am  on  Saturday,  March  12.  Any  registered  voter  may  attend,  speak  and 
vote  on  all  these  issues. 

We  hope  you  will  take  the  time  to  attend,  voice  your  opinion  and  vote  at  Town 
Meeting  this  year.

1993  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Cable  Television  Advisory  Board  serves  as  a  liaison 
between  Sandown  cable  television  customers  and  Continental 
Cabl evision . 

During  the  past  year,  the  board  has  worked  to  stay  informed 
of  new  developments  in  cable  TV,  including  the  "Cable 
Television  Consumer  Protection  and  Competition  Act  of 
1992."   So  far,  municipalities  around  the  country  have  had 
mixed  results  in  applying  this  act  to  control  rates.   But 
there  is  some  potential  for  applying  this  in  the  future. 
Some  experts  hope  that  it  can  spur  greater  competition, 
including  different  technologies,  which  will  ultimately 
help  keep  cable  rates  down. 

As  part  of  our  role  as  a  liaison  between  the  Town  and 
Continental ,  the  Board  attended  to  several  customer 
problems  during  the  year. 

In  the  realm  of  local  television  programming,  a  number  of 
locally  produced  programs  aired  on  Channel  48  and  on  the 
Educational  Channel  30.   These  included  Sandown  Candidates 
Night,  the  Annual  School  District  meeting,  school  board 
meetings,  the  Timberlane  High  School  graduation,  school 
sports  and  musical  events,  and  such  feature  shows  as  "State 
Issues  with  Peter  Simon,"  "Celebrity  Corner,"  and  "Sandown 
Today."   Local  shows  are  made  by  many  volunteers,  and  to 
get  more  residents  involved  Continental  conducts  hands-on 
training  m  television  production  offered  at  no  cost.

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LIBRARY  REPORT  -  1993 

The  Library  continues  to  be  a  center  of  activity  and 
information  for  the  residents  of  Sandown.  Once  again  the 
Library  circulation  has  increased  indicating  a  well-used 
collection.  The  visits  were  down  slightly  due  to  the  elimination 
of  the  Readiness  class  which  would  visit  us  weekly  and  to 
the  closure  of  Wednesday  morning  hours.

Under  the  direction  of  Assistant 
Librarian  Gayle  Tudisco/  the  Summer  Reading  Program,  "Ketchup 
on  Your  Reading,"  was  a  great  success  with  over  220  children 
participating  and  reading  over  1300  books.  Adults  also  participated 
this  year  and  attended  three  food  programs  from  Rockingham 
County  Extension  Service  and  one  cooking  demonstration.  Other 
programs  sponsored  by  the  Library  in  1993  included  Spring 
and  Fall  Story  Hours,  Saturday  mornings  with  Mary  Ellen  Wolff, 
Computer  Skills  for  Preschoolers,  College  Night,  Food  for 
Fines,  two  storytellers  and  two  entertainers. 

The  Library  now  offers  four  different  museum  passes 
for  the  residents  of  Sandown:  Boston  Museum  of  Science,  Christa 
McAuliffe  Planetarium,  Currier  Art  Gallery,  and  the  Childrens 
Metamorphosis  (The  MET)  in  Londonderry.  Without  the  continued 
support  by  the  Sandown  Friends  of  the  Library,  Sandown  Mothers 
Club  and  an  anonymous  donor,  the  Library  would  not  have  the 
passes.  Thank  you  to  these  groups  for  their  generosity. 

The  Library  would  also  like  to  thank  Paul  M.  Densen 
for  the  new  reading  table  in  the  children's  room.  Mr.  Densen 
handcrafted  this  table  using  wood  from  trees  cut  in  Sandown. 
Another  donation  was  a  coffee  table  in  the  periodical  room 
from  members  of  the  True  Family.  Thank  you  for  these  beautiful 
additions . 

The  Library  Trustees  have  been  working  hard  to  insure 
the  continued  high  quality  of  service  at  the  Library.  Last 
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year/  the  Trustees/  with  the  help  of  the  townspeople/  established 
an  endowment  fund  which  now  has  over  $32/000.  Interest  from 
this  fund  will  help  offset  the  increased  price  of  books. 

On  a  personal  note/  the  Trustees  regretfully  accepted 
the  resignation  of  Anita  LaPorte  from  the  Board.  Martha  Darragh 
was  appointed  to  finish  the  term  and  was  welcomed  by  the 
Trustees.  Librarian  Barbara  Lachance  was  honored  as  Citizen 
of  the  Year  by  the  Sandown  Grange  #161.  Mrs.  Lachance  was 
also  elected  President  of  the  Merri-Hill-Rock  Library  Co-op 
for  the  1993-94  term.  Library  Assistant  Cathy  Hassard  completed 
a  library  techniques  course  through  UNH . 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  are  a  vital  part  of  the  Library 
organization.  We  thank  them  for  their  continued  fundraising 
efforts  and  support  of  library  activities. 

The  Library  would  also  like  to  thank  all  the  volunteers 
who  have  helped  in  various  ways  this  past  year  especially 
our  weekly  volunteer  Gloria  Meisner  who  has  put  in  many  hours 
at  the  library;  former  Librarian  Mary  Ellen  O'Neil  Wolff 
who  has  offered  some  very  special  story  hours  for  preschoolers 
and  our  summer  readers  Liz  Higham  and  Jen  Lachance. 

On  behalf  of  the  Trustees  and  staff/  I  thank  the  Sandown 
residents  for  their  continued  support  of  the  Library.  I  invite 
everyone  to  come  and  see  what  the  Sandown  Library  has  to 
offer .

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SANDOWN   RECREATION   COMMISSION 
1993   REPORT 


The  Sandown  Recreation  Commission  has  had  a  busy  year.   We 
would  like  to  thank  the  residents  of  Sandown  for  their 
continued  support.  A  number  of  programs  were  organized  for 
the  adults  and  children  of  our  town  this  year. 

A  summary  of  1993  recreational  activities  follow: 

A  lot  of  activity  has  taken  place  at  Miller  Field  this  year 
with  the  addition  of  a  third  playing  field.   The  spearhead  of 
this  endeavor  was  Mr.  Warren  Roberts  who  took  on  the 
Herculean  task  of  managing  this  project.  We  would  like  to 
recognize  many  local  contractors  who  contributed  to  this 
effort. 

At  Town  Meeting  in  1993,  we  were  authorized  to  spend 
$10,000.00  in  hopes  of  completing  the  third  field.   This  goal 
was  almost  achieved.   Following  is  a  breakdown  of  the 
expenditures  of  this  money: 

Heavy  Equipment  for  filling  $  900.00 

Heavy  Equipment  for  grading $  2572 . 60 

Heavy  Equipment  for  filling  $  1297.00 

Backstop   $  995.00

As  a  footnote,  it  had  been  estimated  by  an  expert  in  this 
industry,  that  a  field  of  this  size  and  quality  is  in  the 
$60,000.00  plus  category.   We  hope  to  accomplish  this  task  in 
just  over  $10,000.00. 

This  year  300  children  have  participated  in  karate  classes 
held  in  the  Town  Hall  twice  a  week  at  no  cost  to  the  town. 
Recreation  Commission  member,  Kerry  Cregg,  organized  this 
program. 

Again  this  summer,  a  swimming  program  was  held  at  the  Town 
Beach  (Seeley  Park).   Recreation  member,  Heidi  Traeger, 
organized  this  program  which  consisted  of  two  sessions  of 
lessons  from  7  July  to  23  July  and  26  July  to  11  August 
respectively.   Approximately  80  children  received  basic 
swimming  instruction  from  YMCA  trained  instructors,  again  at 
no  cost  to  the  town. 
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We  were  very  fortunate  to  have  an  excellent  lifeguard  staff 
at  the  Town  Beach  which  ensured  the  safety  of  our  children. 
We  hope  to  continue  this  level  of  expertise  into  1994. 

These  were  the  major  undertakings  of  the  Recreation 
Commission  in  1993  and  we  hope  to  expand  our  efforts  in  1994 
We  would  like  to  thank  all  of  the  citizens  of  Sandown  who 
contributed  time  and  effort  to  our  programs  and  look  forward 
to  their  continued  support.

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SANDOWN  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 
TOWN  REPORT  FOR    1993 

Sandown  Police  Department  has  made  several  positive  strides  in  1993.  The 
Department's  main  concern  and  objective  is  heading  in  a  positive  and 
cooperative  direction.   We  have  a  group  of  individuals  who  are  eager  to 
advance  in  education  and  training  to  continue  offering  professionalism 
to  the  Town.  In  1993  we  had  to  overcome  several  obstacles,  one  of  which 
was  controversy  in  the  newspapers.  We  have  done  that. 

We  have  focused  on  more  Community  oriented  involvement  and  more 
familiarity  between  the  Police  Department  and  our  school  children.   We 
are  planning  to  emphasize  educating  the  children  about  safety,  crime 
prevention  and  also  about  law  enforcement  and  what  it  entails.  If  we 
start  this  awareness  at  a  young  age  it  may  act  as  a  deterrent  for  crime 
in  the  future.   Children  so  often  see  and  learn  from  television  about 
police  officers  and  fighting  crime.  This  perspective  is  not  always 
accurate  so  by  meeting  and  speaking  on  a  personal  level  with  them  can  be 
much  more  effective  and  closer  to  reality. 

We  have  taken  advantage  of  some  outside  programs.  President  Clinton  has 
allotted  federal  funding  for  law  enforcement  agencies  in  the  country's 
attempt  to  fight  the  war  on  crime.   President  Clinton's  emphasis  is 
Community  Policing.   This  in  short  is  defined  as  law  enforcement 
agencies  working  closely  together  with  the  people  in  initiating  and 
expanding  existing  programs,  for  example,  crime  prevention,  drug 
awareness,  neighborhood  watch,  etc.  Our  participation  in  the  Federal 
Surplus  Program  has  afforded  us  the  availability  of  obtaining  some 
equipment  for  a  minimal  fee.  These  items  are  part  of  the  phasing  out  of 
some  military  bases. 

We  have  merged  the  Animal  Control  Department  with  the  police  department. 
There  are  several  animal  complaints  each  year.  Part-time  Animal  Control 
Officers  were  not  always  available  due  to  their  full-time  employment 
responsibilities.  This  in  some  instances  delayed  response  to  a  call. 
Now,  when  an  animal  complaint  is  received  a  patrol  officer  responds  and 
attempts  to  rectify  the  situation.   This  has  proven  successful  in 
providing  a  quicker  response. 

Our  in-house  training  for  our  officers  has  tripled  this  year. 

We  were  able  to  offer  several  classes  taught  by  a  Sandown  Officer 

familiarized  and  certified  in  many  different  facets. 

Our  Cadet  Program,  which  gives  young  people  interested  in  making 
law  enforcement  a  career,  a  close  look  on  what  it  entails  is  still  going 
strong.  We  have  an  active  group  of  youths  who  are  dedicated,  cooperative 
and  supportive  of  each  other  and  the  department. 

I  am  looking  forward  to  1994  being  a  strong  and  productive  year.   Our 
Police  Department  represents  our  Town.  Our  goal  is  the  same,  making 
Sandown  a  safe  place  to  live.  We  can  be  successful  in  the  outcome  if  we 
make  this  a  joint  effort. 

I  would  like  to  thank  my  fellow  employees  for  a  job  well  done 
in  1993.  A  special  thanks  to  those  citizens  who  donated  items  needed  for 
the  police  station  and  to  the  Town  residents  for  your  support  and  words 
of  encouragement  during  my  first  year  as  Chief  of  Police.

The  "Keep  your  chimneys  clean  to  prevent  chimney  fires"  message  went 
over  real  big  as  well. 

The  Fire  Department  will  be  asking  for  a  new  truck  at  the  1994  town 
meeting.

As  usual,  it  is  the  dedication  of  the  firemen  and  the  support  of  the 
town  that  make  this  department  continue  to  operate  smoothly.

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SANDOWN  RECYCLING  COMMITTEE 
1993  ANNUAL  REPORT 

1993  has  proven  to  be  a  very  difficult  year  for  the  Reoi'cling  Committee  as  the  Committee  members,  as  a 
whole,  have  had  many  personal  distractions. 

The  Committe  was  imable  to  publish  any  newsletters  intended  to  keep  the  townspeople  current  with 
happenings  affecting  recycling  efforts  in  Town. 

Sandown  did  act  as  the  western  towns'  host  for  the  second  aimual  Southeast  Regional  Refuse  Disposal 
District's,  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection  Day  in  May.  Sandown  provided  65  of  the  152  cars  that 
showed  up,  which  was  almost  exactly  equal  to  the  first  year's  collection.  It  just  goes  to  show  you  it  doesn't 
matter  what  the  weather  is,  as  this  year  it  was  nice  and  surmy  and  last  year  it  was  cold  with  rain  and  snow. 
The  SRRDD  believes  it  was  a  successful  collection  which  resulted  in  costing  $56.21  per  car.  The  SRRDD  is 
planning  to  keep  this  up  on  an  aimual  basis. 

The  Committee  did  plan  to  follow  through  on  it's  commitment  from  the  1993  Town  Meeting  to  investigate 
all  areas  of  Solid  Waste  and  Recyclable  collection.  During  the  Fall,  the  Committee  solicited  RFQ's  for 
individual  and  combined  curbside  collection.  We  received  four  responses  that  ranged  from  $46,800  for 
curbside  recycling  only  to  approximately  $224,000  for  combined  curbside  recycling  with  the  best  combined 
bid  coming  in  at  approximately  $88,000. 

It  also  persued  the  potential  of  having  professional  engineers  analyze  our  sitimtion  during  1994  and  provide 
a  plan  that  would  be  brought  to  the  townspeople  in  1995.  In  this  case,  we  received  two  Engineering 
proposals  for  analysis. 

We  also  were  investigating  some  potential  capital  improvements  on  the  existing  site. 

The  Coimnittee  is  still  reviewing  all  potentials,  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  in  hopes  of  determining 
something  concrete  to  present  to  the  townspeople  at  Town  Meeting. 

In  the  area  of  actual  recycling  results  during  1993,  it  shows  about  the  same  percentage  of  removal  and 
refunds  as  in  1992.  We  know  there  is  still  a  large  area  of  improvement  available  regarding  participation. 
The  Committee  continually  recognizes  recyclable  materials  being  disposed  of  in  the  compactor.  These 
actions  are  costing  all  taxpayers  doubly,  because  we  pay  by  the  ton  to  dispose  of  our  waste  at  the  Turnkey 
Landfill  in  Rochester,  NH,  as  well  as  not  receiving  the  revenues  from  the  recycling  activity.  This  doesn't 
even  include  the  inunediate  non-financial  harm  we  are  doing  to  our  envirorunent  by  disposing  of  these 
materials  in  such  a  way  as  they  may  never  degrade. 

We  want  to  thank  all  the  townspeople  who  are  very  conscientious  in  their  recycling  efforts  and  want  to 
strongly  encom^age  all  others  to  join  in  and  help  us  save  tax  dollars  and  improve  the  envirorunent.

The  Recycling  Comuuttee  planned  a 
Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection 
which  was  held  on  May  8,  1992.  The 
collection  was  held  at  two  locations  to 
better  serve  the  population  of  the 
District  towns.  One  collection  site  was 
held  in  Hampton  and  one  in  Sandown. 
'I'he  collection  was  very  successful  wiili 
152  cars  being  processed  in  Sandown 
and  393  cars  being  processed  m 
Hampton.  The       total       cost       of        the 

collections  was  526,923.  A  grant  from 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  based  on 
the  population  of  the  District  towns,  in 
the  amount  of  $8,707.  helped  to  offset 
the  cost.  The  remainder  was  paid  for 
out  of  District  funds  which  had  been  set 
aside  for  this  purpose.  The  per  car 
cost  came  to  $49.40.  Tiie  Committee  felt 
the  collection  was  a  resounding  success 
and  have  set  aside  funds  in  the 
1994/1995  Budget  to  hold  another 
collection   in   the   Spring   of   1994. 

The  Recycling  Committee  continued  the 
Grant  Program  for  education  and  public 
relations.  Brentwood,  Fremont,  North 
Hampton,  and  Sandown,  applied  for,  and 
received,  grants  which  totaled  $6,561. 
The  Recycling  Committees  of  those  towns 
will  be  producing  educational  materials 
for     their     cooamunities.  $8,000.00     has 

been  budgeted  to  continue  this  program 
in    1994-1995.

CONTINUED 


The  Landfill  portion  of  the  District 
operations  continues  with  the  long'-term 
contract  with  Waste  Management  of  New 
Hampshire.  Brentwood,  Fremont,  New 
Castle,  North  Hampton,  Rye,  and  Sandown 
are  currently  shipping-  to  the  Turnkey 
LandfiU      Facility      in      Rochester.  The 

tipping  fee  at  Turnkey  from  July  1,  1993 
through  June  30,  1994  is  $53.16.  We 
project  the  tipping  fee  for  1994-1995  will 
be  S54.89  depending  on  the  CPI  at 
January   1,   1994. 

The  Septage  Committee  and  Waste-to- 
Energy  portions  of  the  District  were 
inactive  and    will  continue   to   be  so. 

Walter  Hill  of  South  Hampton,  chairman 
of  the  Liaison  Committee  met  with 
several  key  people  in  towns  not 
currently   members   of  the  District. 


TN   THE    UPCOMING   YEAR: 

The  Administrative  portion  of  the 
District  will  remain  a  half-time  operation. 
The  present  office  location  will  be 
maintained,  and  the  Administrative 
Assistant's  hours  will  remain  at  twenty 
hours  per  week.  The  District  continues 
to  administrate  the  District  Contract  witli 
Waste  Management  of  New  Hampshire 
Turnkey      Landfill.  The      participating 

towns  are  billed  through  the  District 
office  for  the  tonnage  they  send  to 
Turnkey. 

The  Recycling  Committee  will  continue  to 
study  the  cost  and  feasibility  of  slick 
paper  recycling,  used  tire  recycling,  and 
other  issues  as  they  come  up.  The 
Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection  will 
be   planned   for   the   Spring. 


The  Liaison  Committee  will  continue  to 
work  to  establish  stronger  relationships 
with  the  Boards  of  Selectmen  in  the 
member  municipalities,  and  improving 
communications    with  other   149-M    towns. 

The  District  will  continue  to  operate  its 
l^rush/wood  chipper.  The  chipper  will 
be  delivered  and  picked  up  at  no  charge 
to  the  member  municipalities.  The  use 
of  the  chipper  may  be  scheduled  by 
calling  the  District  Office  or  the  Hampton 
Department   of   Public   Works. 

The  District  continues  to  have  an 
agreement  with  Waste  Not,  Inc.  for  stump 
grinding  and  wastewood/wood  demolition 
disposal.  This  service  is  located  at  the 
Town  of  Hampton  landfill  and  is  available 
to  all  member  municipalities.  It  operates 
Monday,  Wednesday  and  Saturday  from 
9:00  AM  to  4:00  PM.  A  fee  is  charged 
for  the  use  of  the  service.  Further 
information  may  be  obtained  by  calling 
the   District  Office. 

The  proposed  Budget  as  adopted  by  the 
District  contains  no  levy  to  the  Member 
Municipalities.  However,  it  is  possible 
that  economics  will  dictate  assessments 
in  future  years  depending  on  the  types 
of  projects  adopted. 

In  addition  to  the  above  enumerated 
plans,  the  District  will  review  other 
possible  methods  of  refuse  disposal  in 
order  to  arrive  at  more  economical 
solutions.

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SANITATION  DEPARTMENT 
1993  REPORT 

1993  was  a  busy  and  productive  year  for  the  Sanitation  Department.   Both 
driveways  were  resurfaced  -  one  with  processed  gravel  to  alleviate  muddy 
situations  caused  by  Spring  thaw.   The  other  was  resurfaced  with  recycled 
asphalt  which  added  to  better  driving  conditions. 

An  additional  Salvation  Army  collection  box  has  been  installed  to  meet 
the  needs  of  increased  collection.   There  are  some  restrictions  as  to 
what  they  will  accept  beside  clothes  -  when  in  doubt,  please  see  the 
attendant  on  duty. 

A  lean-to  has  been  added  to  the  Recycling  building  for  protection  against 
inclement  weather.

The  Sanitation  Department  would  like  to  take  this  time  to  express  their 
thanks  to  the  town  residents  who  cooperated  with  us  and  understood  when 
we  were,  on  occasion,  forced  to  close  down  the  facility  early  and  the 
rescheduling  of  winter  operating  hours. 

The  winter  schedule  is  generally  put  into  effect  on  or  about  October  15th 
until  April  15th.   The  purpose  is  to  reduce  operating  costs  and  still  meet 
the  needs  of  the  town  residents.   The  private  sector  work  schedule  varies 
from  family  to  family  making  it  difficult  to  come  up  with  an  ideal  schedule. 
The  only  suggestion  that  I  can  offer  at  this  time  is  to  submit  your 
suggestions  and/or  recommendations  to  the  Selectmen's  Office  in  order  to 
find  a  solution  to  this  problem  and  arrive  at  a  happy  medium.   A  reminder 
that  the  Disposal  Area  will  be  closed  on  April  3rd  in  observance  of  Easter 
and  on  December  25th  for  Christmas. 

Our  ultimate  goal  at  the  Transfer  Station  is  to  provide  top  service  to  the 
town  residents  at  the  same  time  attempting  to  reduce  operating  costs  without 
affecting  services  and  to  stay  within  the  budget.   Our  attempts  at  this  goal 
have  been  hindered  by  influence  beyond  our  control.   We  have  one  compactor

that  is  15+  years  old  and  subject  to  frequent  breakdowns.   When  operating 
on  weekends,  professional  repair  service  is  at  a  premium  and  not  available 
to  put  us  back  in  service.   We  attempt  to  make  temporary  emergency  (band- 
aid)  repairs  to  keep  us  on  line  until  permanent  repairs/parts  become 
available  on  weekdays. 

We  also  experienced  trucking  difficulties  on  Sundays.   Adding  to  all  of 
this,  partially  filled  boxes  have  a  tendency  to  freeze  in  winter  months 
creating  compacting  difficulties.   Any  of  the  above,  on  a  given  day, 
forces  the  closing  of  the  facility. 

We  are  also  experiencing  an  influx  of  MSW  (municipal  solid  waste) 
created  by  residents  who  previously  used  curbside  pickup  and/or 
apartments/condos  who  had  bins  of  their  own  discontinued  in  order 
to  use  the  town  facility.   This  accentuated  the  problem  that  already 
existed. 

To  create  a  more  efficient  flow  of  traffic  and  better  control  of  the 
Disposal  Area,  I  have  submitted  a  warrant  article  to  be  presented  to 
the  town  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $49,500  for  a  new  and  larger 
compactor.   The  old  compactor  will  be  used  for  a  backup.   I  believe 
that  the  problems  previously  listed  substantiate  this  request.

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SANDOWN,  N.H. 
EMERGENCY  MANAGEMENT  ORGANIZATION 

In  October  I  was  asked  if  I  could  assume  the  duties  of  Emergency  Management  Coordinator  for  Sandown. 
Being  unfamiliar  with  the  responsibilities  of  this  office,  I've  spent  the  past  few  months  working  with  our 
State  Field  Representative  and  reading  the  volumes  of  "guidance"  provided  by  the  State  and  Federal 
governments. 

If  you  didn't  already  know,  Emo-gency  Management  has  come  a  long  way  from  the  "Cold  War"  days  of 
Civil  Defense  planning.  With  the  Nuclear  War  threat  somewhat  lessoned,  today  the  Federal  Emergency 
Management  Association(FEMA)  stresses  preparedness  for  natural(snow  storms,  hurricanes,  etc.)  and 
man-niade(chenucal  spills,  nuclear  accidents,  etc.)  disasters.  Small  towns  like  Sandown  can  actually  do 
quite  a  bit  to  help  lesson  the  blow  of  serious  emergencies. 

So  far  I've  learned  that  both  the  State  and  Federal  government  offer  emergency  management  programs  that 
could  benefit  Sandown  financially  while  improving  Sandowns  readiness  potential.  Examples  of  savings 
are  in  the  form  of  training  opportunities  for  fire/police/recue  personnel,  surplus  military  equipment 
acquisitions,  matching  funds  for  capital  purchases  and  emergency  management  related  administrative 
activities.  Some  present  town  activities  can  fall  under  these  programs. 

To  take  advantage  of  these  opportimities,  Sandown  needs  to  have  certain  plans  in  place.  That  is  my  job. 

Below,  1  have  listed  my  goals  for  1994.  These  I  hope  to  accomplish  with  the  aid  of  the  various 
"Emergency"  Dept  Heads  in  town.  So  far  I've  been  working  with  our  Road  Agent,  Police  Chief,  Fire  Chief 
and  Rescue  Chief  who  have  all  been  very  supportive. 

1994  GOALS 

•  Establish  a  "Town"  Emergency  Management  Ordinance  which  allows  the 
Sandown  Emergency  Management  Organization  to  be  established  under  N.H.  RSA  107-C. 

•  Become  more  familiar  with  the  workings  of  the  Police/Fire  and  Rescue  Depts. 

•  Update  the  Sandown  Emergency  Operation  Plan  so  that  it  conforms  to  the  criteria  set  forth  in 
"Emergency  Management  Assistance,  Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency,  Federal  Assistance 
Handbook(CPG  1-3,  Ch  2)"  and  in  "Standards  for  Local  Civil  Preparedness  Handbook(CPG  1-5)". 

•  Establish  a  Sandown  Emergency  Operations  Center  (EOC). 

•  EstabUsh  a  Sandown  Emergency  Shelter. 

•  Help  the  Red  Cross  establish  a  Regional  Shelter  at  Timberlane  High  School/Ir  High  School. 

•  Establish  a  Shelter  Team  of  Volunteers  willing  to  work  at  a  shelter  during  an  emergency. 

•  Provide  at  least  one  Red  Cross  training  opportunity  for  the  town. 

•  CoOTdinate  training  opportunities  for  members  of  the  Police/Fire  and  Rescue  Depts.  so  as  to  reduce  the 
training  budgets  of  these  organizations.
